Tilt! SOUTHERN SCOURGE. 


No epidemic is moretobedreaJed, 


with the exception perhaps of Asiatic 
cholera, than that known as yellow 
fever. 
Whoever has read the de- 


scriptions of Dr. Bush, of the scenes 
presented during its prevalence in 
Philadelphia in 1793, can form no 
idea of its terrible havoc. The recent 
reports from Grenada, Mississippi, 
show the most fearful results. 
But 


the severity of the disease only acids 
to the importance of better under- 
standing its causes and prevention, a 
subject which Jius formerly given rise 
to much oontroversy, and many theo- 
ries which have been closely contested. 
Without enlarging upon these, the 
great weight of authority nc»win favor 
of the opinion that the disease orig- 
inates from a poison generated by tho 
putrefactive fermentation of decayed 
animal or vegetable matter, or both. 
In other words, it arisea from filth, 
usually occurring in the Hummer, 
whijli is the season of putrefaction. 
When the putrefactive materials are 
destroyed in «ny manner, by frost, 
fire or water, the disease is at once 
arrested. Some of the infected dis- 
tricts of New Orleans are reported as 
indescribably filthy. Among all the 
malignant diseases and fevers of 
•whatever name, contagions or other 
wise, eruptive or typhoid, there is an 
analogy, a similarity in their symp- 
toms and progress, which shocva that 
they may originate in similar sources 
having something like a common ori- 
gin, and that thoy are in a great de- 
gree nndor human control. They 
may be ranked among the preventi- 
bla diseases. The epithet yellow is 
only incidental and is only to be ob- 
served in the worst cases. In yellow 
fever, after the fifth or sixth day, 
the symptoms assume 
a typhoid, 


character, and it is then found oapa 
bio of communicating that form of 
disease, thus showing the close rela- 
tion between them. The occ-nrrence- 
of yellow fever is a lesson for all, 
the North as well as South. These 
poisons in the air are no respecters 
of persons, and they are generated 
anywhere when the conditions are 
favorable. 
Differences in climate 


and location may modify their effects 
somewhat, but their general charnc 
ter and mode of 
prevention are 


the 
same everywhere, and 
the 


latter consists mainly in adopting 
the 
strictest 
sanitary 
measures. 


Oar own communities are subject to 
a variety of epidemic and contagious 
diseases, which frequently appear 
and often prove fatal. So exuberant 
has been the vegetable growth this 
season that an unusual amount of 
decaying matter will require to be 
disposed of. Cleanliness in Iho only 
specific, tbe primal rule, without 
which health aud pure nir cannot be 
secured. 
Cleanliness of person, 


cleanliness throughout the Louse, in 
all ttie domestic operations and out 
aide surroundings. Thin is the first 
earn, and only safeguard; ytit how 
grossly it is neglected, is evident to 
-the most careless observer.

' TUB COHINO MINE. 


(From tha 9. T. Bulletin.] 


Wha'ever nmy be the outcome of 


the present excitement in Sierra Na 
vada stock, aoy items concerning the 
history of the mine will.be of interest 
just now. We have been asked a 
variety of questions, and will answer 
them as far as possible. The claim 
is one of the oldest on the Comstook 
lode, the location having been made 
June 22,1859. Of the early history 
of the claim we know but little. On 
tbe 10th of August, 1868, the claim 
was owned and under tbe control of 
the Sierra Nevada Mining Company, 
and consisted of 2 640 fe. t. borne 
mining authorities give the Company 
3,300. In 18G7 and 1868 there were 
3,000 shares. 
In July, 1869, the 


number was increased 
to 
15.000 


shares. In May, 1871, another 5.000 
shares were added. In July, 1874, 
tbe stock was further increased from 
20,000 to IDO.qeO shares, which has 
been the number ever since. The 
location is over one-third of a mile 
north of the northerly line of the 
California mine. Whatever may be 
the exact number of feet covered, 
the uine contains more ground than 
is represented by the California ft nil 
Consolidated Virginia, or the Ophir, 
Mexican uiuj Union Consolidated, 
which lie between it and the bonanza 
mines, From u recent statement by 
the President we learn, that over 
^'.100,000 has been expended in erect- 
i g hoisting works and a quartz mill. 
"j ne mine has paid some dividends. 
Tim first was disbursed in June, 1869, 
mid the last in January, 1871.

During the payment 


of dividends in 1839, the stock sold 
at from 85 to 817 per share, on the 
basis of 3,008 shares in the mine. 
The highest price paid for the stock 
up to 1872 was on the 4th of May, 
1809. At that time the stock was re- 
ported to bo concentrated with alarge 
number of "shorts" ont, and the 
price was carried up to 8200 per 
shdre, or at the rate of $BU»,000 for 
the whole mine. In October, 18G7, 
there were sales made as low as 5c 
per share, or 3J150. 
There ia an im- 


menae gulf between that figure and 
the present selling prices. The high- 
est price puid for the stock during 
the period that there was 20.000 
shares in the mine was in April, 1872, 
namely, 804 per share, or ut the rate 
of 31,080.000 for the whole mine. 
In July, 1874, tho stock was increased 
to lOO'.OOO shares. 
The new stock 


was placed upon the market at 84 75, 
or at the rate of 8475,000 for the mine. 
In September following tbe price 
was raised to 810 50; in November 
to 813 50, and in December ID $28. 
That wus an exciting period in the 
liistory of th« Comatook market, 
It 


will ba remembered tliat the bonanza 
stocks culminated in tho following 
month. On the 7th of January, 1875, 
Sierra Nevada sold at S27 par share, 
which was tho highest b'gnre during

1875, it sold at from £20 to it28. and 
again ia tho following March at

The first idea one has of the magni- 
tude of the timber interests of these 
men is received at the yards at the 
head of Carson street. Curson, where 
thousands of cords of wood and mil- 
lions of feet of lumber await pur- 
chasers. The greater porliou of this 
finds Us way to the Oomstook. 


THE FMJME 


wends its crooked way uptheSierras, 
through Cl«ar Oteek canyon. 
At 


yUoes the flucao is almost level, 
while at others the grade is steep. 
Down the latter the timber darts 
with lightning spaed, throwing the 
water in a great shower of spray 
ahead of it, leaving the flume almost 
empty behind it. At the foot of 
these sleep places a fresh supply of 
water is introduced to carry the tim- 
ber on ita way. The employes fre- 
quently jump upon the larger tim- 
bers and ride until the grade becomes 
too great. Only ono man ever rode 
the entire length, and he did it un- 
der the most favorable circumstances 
— u V-shaped boat being made and 
the flaiae thorough y overruled 
for his benefit. Section men have 
charge of u half mile of flume, and it 
is their duty to prevent the timber 
from clogging or the flume from get- 
ting out of repair. Away up on the 
highest peak of the mountains is built 
a little house, in which sits a general 
overseer ^ith a telescope, who, from 
his altitude, can eee miles of the 
flume as its weads its circuitous way 
down the hill, and at tho same time 
watch the section men.

Fulling 
up the first piece of this the train 
runs out on the switch uud then 
backs up tho next one onto the sec- 
ond snitch nnd then np the third, 
tii;d so on until the hill is climbed. 
Twelve trips a day are made by eai-h 
of the two engines. Five or six car 
loads are all the little engines <:an 
hiuil at a time. Twenty cord» of 
wood or thirty thousand feet of lum- 
ber make a load, A large force of 
white men are employed at tbe Sum- 
mit, 
where the loads are thrown 


alongside the V-flume and then sent 
down to Carsou. No passengers are 
lakcn, but one can get a permit by 
applying to the authorities. It ia 


worth one's while to pass over 
rood. The scenery is magnifi- 


cent and the road itself a constant 
marvel. 


Though second to the V flame of 


Maokay-Pair, the Yerington & Bliss' 
flume ia a great undertaking and 
gives employment lo an army of men, 
the majority of whom, we are glad to 
say, are white. In fact,- the only 
Chinamen we saw were employed 
in the Carson yar'd'piling wood. 


That Yellow Fever Case. 


Dr. Bergman visited tlie quaran- 


tined car at Camp 25 yesterday. He 
founj one boy sick, and says it is 
mulurial fever, not conclusively yel- 
low, and thinks thoro is no particular 
danger. The railroad company are 
using every piecaution to pieveut 
the spread of .the disease, should it 
prove to be a genuine case.
